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DETAILED ACTION 

This first Office Action is in response to Applicant's originally filed Application 
received in the Office on September 24, 2003 in this case. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 15, 17, 20, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 

paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 

subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 15 recites the phrase 

"parallel about" . It is unclear what this phrase means. The examiner has taken the 

phrase, as best understood, to mean --parallel to--. Correction or clarification is 

required. Claims 17 and 23, recite "the support facing". It is unclear whether "support 

facing" is a feature or whether Applicant intended to recite a "support" that is "facing" 

some direction. In other words, did applicant intend to claim "a surface on the support" 

that is facing and that is parallel to the threaded rod. Claims 20 and 22 recite "parallel 

to the alignment from the mounting hole" in line 8. It is unclear how this defines the 

retaining hole displacement "direction" in line 8. The claims above have been treated 

below as best as can be understood. Correction and clarification is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 12, 13, 15-17 and 19-23 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Baughman (5,224,682). Baughman teaches each feature of the 



claimed invention as shown below. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 



Baughman (5,224,682), in view of Smith (5,829,718). Baughman teaches, substantially, 
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each feature of the claimed invention as discussed above. Baughman does not teach a 
nut on one of the rod ends. Smith, however, teaches a nut on a rod end. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to have modified 
Baughman's rod end 44, to have a nut at the end of the rod as taught by Smith, 
between the cotter pin (52) and horizontal member (38) in order to sustain any upward 
load on the threaded rod (42) that might break the cotter pin (52) and to reduce the 
shear stress on the cotter pin. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18 and 24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior Pertinent Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 737 to Petersen and '104 to Nelson each teach 
height adjustable mechanisms having threaded rods.
